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major part 
our civic shortcomings, 
maintains one the most earnest 
and consistent thinkers our own 
time, are due our lack the sense 
proportion. 

There key the understand- 
There key the understanding class 
antagonism. There key the understanding all 
those well meant but hopelessly inadequate palliatives 
hawked about our city streets and extolled our 
academic halls men and women whose zeal not ac- 
cording knowledge, each whom fancies that last 
has been discovered the one thing necessary for the 
world’s well being. Popular education, the scientific study 
crime and criminals, organized charity, the extension 
the franchise, government control public utilities—all 
these things have their place the scheme civilization; 
but not one them has done what its devoted advocates 
have claimed that would do, simply because those same 
devoted have lacked sense proportion. 

These facts the teacher who aims molding charac- 
well imparting knowledge cannot afford over- 
look. For sense proportion implies process 
comparison; and would see ourselves and our own 
times their right proportions must necessity 


evoke the shades our forebears and the past. Would 
measure our own valor and our own might? Then 
must look the rock whence are hewn. Would 


test the significance and the worth our accomplish- 
ments? Then must scrutinize the performances 
other times and climes. Would we, all earnestness and 
sincerity, learn the lessons life? Then must we, 
pupils wide-eyed, docile and alert, seat ourselves the 
feet our mentor and our monitor, the past. The past 
will give background; and without background 
there can sense proportion. 

Yet our attitude toward the past—and the fact de- 
serves its rightful emphasis—must not attitude 
blind and slavish admiration tending equally blind and 
mechanical imitation. Not everything the past may 
admire; not everything the past may imitate. 
Our ancestors history, religion and teaching made 
mistakes; but—and here the aspect the matter some 
are prone overlook—our ancestors were not 
always making mistakes. institution not necessarily 
effete simply because several hundred years old; 
movement not necessarily salutary movement simply 
because were present its inception. 

But, say some, times change; the old order giveth 
place new; new conditions arise, new needs make 
themselves felt; the problems that have solve are 
problems exclusively sense, that true. 
Conditions change and circumstances change and fashions 
change, but God God through all and all, and human 
nature constant quantity. The application princi- 
ples differs from day day, but principles themselves are 
eternal and immutable the everlasting hills. Gone 
are the tally-ho and the horse-car, but the problem 
transportation remains. Dim and distant half for- 
gotten dream the knight errant riding forth armor all 
a-jingle, but the spirit chivalry which was his, warms 
hearts here and now the days when knighthood was 
flower. Shrouded the thick mists distance are 
the painted porch the stoics and the grove the 
academe and the monastery schools the middle ages, 
but now, ever, feel the double educational need 
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pupils ready and willing learn and 
teachers wise enough, good enough 
and human enough break the 
bread learning. 

And such teachers must have well 
developed sense proportion. 


and the Month November.—The whole law 
and the prophets Our Savior reduced two articles, the 
love God and the love the neighbor. Religion means, 
therefore, divine love and human love, sacred service and 
social service. The human, the social part our 
separated brethren often unduly emphasize; and, further, 
they sometimes accuse not devoting ourselves suffi- 
ciently the commandment that concerns our neighbor. 

That the accusation groundless well know. One 
convincing evidence our zeal for our neighbor af- 
forded the great Catholic devotion toward the holy 
souls Purgatory. The Catholic conception fraternal 
love strong and far-reaching; goes even beyond the 
grave. Catholic ears are tuned indeed the harmonies 
Heaven and the hosannas the angelic hosts; but they 
are likewise open the plaintiff cries for pity and for 
help that rise from the purgatorial depths. Prayers for 
the dear departed are the highest manifestation social 
service that the world knows. 

This one way reviving the interest our pupils 
the beautiful devotion which the Church stresses dur- 
ing this month October. When remember the souls 
Purgatory are fulfilling the second commandment 
the law; when pray for the souls Purgatory 
demonstrate that very deed love our neighbor 
ourselves. 

Religion the School. When these columns last 
month discussed the Gary schools and the educational 
ideals Mr. Wirt, deliberately avoided any comment 
one phase the matter which has been attracting at- 
tention, not only Indiana but New York state 
well. How the difficulty religious instruction man- 
aged the Wirt way? 

The Wirt plan calls for supplementary schools, main- 
tained the several religious denominations, where the 
children, given periods the school day, relays 
receive specific religious instruction. the public 
school proper, according the Wirt idea, Catholic, Meth- 
odist, Jewish and Presbyterian children study arithmetic, 
history and the other secular branches side side; then, 
forming sectarian alignments, they file off, each the 
religious school his choice, there learn, the case 
may be, the principles Catholicism, Methodism, Juda- 
ism Presbyterianism. The alleged advantages the 
plan are that clearly succeeds keeping religion out 
the public schools and the same time manages 
have religious principles imparted the children under 
recognized church auspices. 

Does such religious instruction, from the Catholic point 
view, offer ideal conditions? Only the 
sighted can answer yes. Religious education, un- 
derstand it. means something more than one period 
day devoted religious instruction. means the entire 
school day spent distinctively Catholic atmosphere, 
the company Catholic teacher who capable 
giving every lesson Catholic tone and viewpoint. 

have desire minimize the good results se- 
cured our schools during the relatively short periods 
devoted formal religious instruction. Bue must 
face the the elements Catholic education are 
not all imparted during that period. our pupils learn 
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think Catholics, feel Catholics and live Cath- 
olics, because they dwell, during the entire school 
day, distinctively religious atmosphere—a day inter- 
spersed with short prayers, watched over Catholic 
devotional pictures, made memorable the presence 
Catholic teacher wearing the glorious garb religious 
consecration. The cumulative the school atmos- 
phere matter indirect suggestion—indirect and 
therefore trebly potent. That effect entirely lost the 
Gary plan, which calls for secular training under secular 
auspices during nearly all the school day. 

Unquestionably the Gary plan better than religi- 
ous instruction all; but not much better. 

Those Nerves. Self-control the consummation de- 
voutly wished all teachers and others afflicted 
with “nerves,” according the views—for the most part 
sane and enlightened—of Mr. Arthur Carey, set 
forth his recent book, “Old Nerves for New,” published 
Little Brown and Company New York. Self-control 
made posible, claims, exercise will power and 
relaxation; and indicates some physical exercises for 
relieving nerve tension that deserve consideration the 
part teachers. 

This book straw showing which way the wind 
opinion blows. makes clear the gratifying fact that 
longer does any intelligent person glory nervous 
breakdown expect considered martyr because 
neurotic. Nervous trouble nature’s way pun- 
ishing for sins against our physical well being. The 
practical thing for repent, see the error our 
way and look upon our God-given body sacred thing 
that must not abused even under the pretext doing 
good. 

Taking Account God. Partly account anti- 
Catholic bursts .of bigot zeal, partly owing the pre- 
ternaturally long noses some our own brethren for 
smelling out nasty odors, are all rather convinced that 
the Catholic Church has bitter opponents. therefore 
refreshing observe that the really prominent non-Cath- 
olic men the country not only refrain from joining the 
ranks bigotry but are even glad out their way 
identify themselves with Catholic interests. 

proof point, Secretary Redfield addressed the 
graduates Manhattan College last summer. con- 
cluding his remarks the cabinet member said: 

“Young gentlemen, you out equipped for man’s 
work the world. You cannot man’s work alone. 
You have been taught that you must keep close touch 
with powers greater than man the man’s work 
done. beg you, steer straight course and true, and 
let your lives shine that selfishness shall more 
hateful because you reflect something finer, that life shall 
more tolerable for your fellows because you live it, 
and remember that manhood its best the reflection 
the light God.”

“Habit.” says the committee co-operation, “is the 
kevnote all training English expression: establish 
correct habits the constant demand for effective Eng- 
lish all subjects absolutely the only hope attaining 
satisfactory results. Without the sympathetic inter- 
est and hearty support the principal, vital co-opera-

General View. Too often zealous educators are 
puzzled. They well, but they are woefully per 
plexed. Sometimes they think they see things clearly, 
but their friends know better. What wrong with them? 
Why, they cannot see the forest for the trees. 
occupied are they with their own minute and passing 
problems, their irritating and insistent workaday .tasks, 
that they have eye larger values, sense the 
scope education whole. such might op- 
portunely said: 

Your eyes are not microscopes, try them tele 
scopes for change. Don’t fret over your little task, for 
the well being the universe depends not altogether 
what you are doing, friend. Stand up, you 
and get that crook out your back and that crink out 
your neck. Come here the heights and see 
they really are. Try find out the relation your 
particular task the great work whole. you 
so, you can back your task presently, and you will 
work much better, because more intelligently. 
come higher. 

Then, once the anxious worker has left his work and 
has entered into receptive mood, let him try find 
out what education means, anyway. That will give him 
the nucleus Philosophy Education. will know 
what, general way, are the aims the Catholic teach- 
er. Then let him turn the child and see what manner 
subject has there deal with. Let him draw upon 
all his experience—as teacher, course, and child, 
ever was one—and upon all his reading and upon all 
his notes learned lectures. That will start him the 
Psychology Education. Then will come him the re- 
flection that other men must have tried this task edu- 
cation before, and will naturally feel interest 
how they manage it. That will his graceful transition 
the History Education. 

And through the years let him this thing regularly, 
getting away from the crowd, with book two and 
tab paper and pencil end and store varied mem- 
ories. And thus meditating, through the years, the 
Philosophy Education and the Psychology Educa- 
tion and the History Education, some day there will 
break upon his mind sudden light and will see the 
wonderful harmony existing his life and the world 
that God has made. 

And after that will teacher very sooth.

This would mean, the writer goes on, the substitution

sway the mob back the cause mighty Julius? 
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inconsiderable part the 
Church’s contribution world liter- 
ature has come, directly indirect- 
ly, through the pulpit. have had 
preachers and plenty preachers 
who were not writers, but the list 
great men who happily united, least alternated, both 
lengthy one. St. John Chrysostom and St. 
Augustine stand high that list; but higher than both 
sacred orator, and not immeasurably below them 
sacred writer, stands the seventeenth century French 
bishop, Bossuet. 

The Bénigne Bossuet, the most bril- 
liant star the galaxy genius that illuminated the 
reign Louis XIV, was born Dijon, the capital 
Burgundy, 1627. came family wherein piety 
and learning flourished. both sides was descended 
from lawyers and judges; both his parents were distin- 
guished for sound Catholic devotion. his birth his 
mother solemnly dedicated the baby boy God and the 
Most Blessed Virgin, and subsequently, until her early 
death, watched sedulously over his Christian training. 
What manner man Bossuet’s father was may in- 
ferred from the fact that, 1664, was ordained 
priest and became canon the cathedral Metz, 
where his illustrious son was then dean. 

Inclination and 
urged the boy Bossuet toward the ec-} 
clesiastical state. received the 
sure eight, was canon Metz 
when thirteen, and 1652, after 
been prepared and guided St. Vin- 
cent Paul, was ordained priest. 
had made his preliminary studies 
the Jesuits his native city and the 
College Navarre, Paris. Already 
had earned the reputation being 
exceptionally hardworking student. 
manifested special interest the Holy 
Scriptures and the Fathers the 
Church and the Greek and Latin 
classical writers. was able re- 
ceive the degree Doctor Divinity 
shortly after his elevation the priest- 
hood. 

Bossuet’s superiors were not long 
recognizing his unusual talent for pulpit 
oratory, and was soon induced 
leave Metz and engage the ministry 
the word Paris. His 
steadily grew, and 1662 had the 
distinction being called 
preach the Lenten sermons 
king and the court the Louvre. 
honors came him. was appointed Bishop Con- 
dom 1669, but owing the fact that was obliged 
absent himself habitually from his see, resigned two 
years later. that same year was chosen member 


the French Academy. 


Another honor, and one that had great influence 
his writings and his career, came him 1670, when 
was chosen Louis preceptor the Dau- 
phin, the prospective heir the French throne. 
gularly busy and fruitful decade Bossuet spent this 
important task, not only supervising all the instruction 
given the young prince, but actually giving much 
person and writing the needed textbooks. The Dau- 
phin, thought, destined the great ruler great 
nation, needed the most careful education. one 
the ironies life that that same Dauphin, youth less 
than ordinary intelligence, never came 
The royal pupil profited little Bossuet’s teaching; but 
Bossuet himself profited immensely. was, enabled 
review and strengthen his classical learning, make 
critical and practical survey books and life, test 
the experience many his own notions 
things—notions heretofore vague, fragmentary, tentative. 
And so, when the Dauphin’s marriage closed the royal 
schoolroom, was ripe scholar and mature 
thinker that Bossuet came forth and was consecrated 
Bishop Meaux. 
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The remainder his life (1681- 
1704) Bossuet devoted the care 
his diocese and the strengthening 
throughout France. looked after 
the best interests his clergy, 
restored the primitive fervor 
laxed religious houses, carried voluminous cor- 
respondence with all manner persons matters doc- 
trinal and spiritual. First student, then 
after that teacher, Bossuet now became best known 
vigorous controversialist; and into this field carried 
all all his scholarship, all his varied gifts 
expression. wrote incessantly against the Protes- 
tants and was the means bringing back the Church 
many the most influential leaders the sects. 
defended the faith against Jansenism, that subtle heresy 
that had led the great Pascal away, and against quietism, 
which had ensnared his erstwhile friend, Fénelon, Bishop 
Cambray. knew rest. His hardy frame and 
rugged health stayed with him almost the end and 
enabled him spend long hours his study devoid 
food, exercise and sleep. earned for himself the title 
“Father the Church,” and goes down history 
“the Eagle Meaux.” 

The his masterly analysis Bos- 
suet’s sermons, Brunetiére finds three dominant notes: 
Energy, philosophy and lyricism. The 
Eagle Meaux, even when eaglet, 
had the directness, the force, the con- 
tagious vigor one who lives the 
heights. That vigor thought, result- 
ing corresponding vigor expres- 
sion, enabled him perform the most 
difficult task that every public speaker 
faces—to tell the old truths new 
and captivating way. His pulpit style 
was daring and impassioned; his figures 
were sometimes realistic scan- 
dalize the weak. Yet was far from 
being, the narrow sense, rhetorical. 
never made the mistake talking 
above the heads his auditors. His 
oratorical fire was not the sound and 
fury that, the audience, sig- 
nify nothing; was flame that kin- 
the minds and hearts his hearers 
and swept them along with him his 
previsioned conclusion. 

Bossuet had the advantage 
Catholic priest speaking 
congregations Catholic church. 
therefore, draw fully and freely 
the treasure house Catholic phi- 
losophy—the philosophy that since the 
days his childhood had been absorbing the Holy 
Scriptures and the writings the Fathers. 
preaching and all his writing focussed the great truth 
God’s Providence, and that mystery faith Bossuet 
made the golden key the understanding history and 
the world men and things. 

Bossuet was poet well philosopher, which 
means that not only knew the truth but felt it. And 
so, especially his funeral orations, frequently soars 
the tinted wings poesy—the same wings faith 
and love that wafted Dante safe through hell itself—and 
from his exalted station the clouds sees their right 
proportions and true perspective the mysteries life 
and death. 

reading Bossuet’s sermons chronological or- 
der reveals fruitful growth strength and 
power. ripened experience, Bossuet lost the 
trace over-emphasis noticeable his earlier work 
and, without sacrificing his energy, gained reserve and 
dignity, poise and self-possession. his best work one 
might make tabular diagram showing rise from his 
calm and dignified, yet winsomely familiar, introduction, 
through series telling gradations climax in- 
tensity, fervor and power, sweeping rapidly im- 
pressive conclusion. His best sermons are his funeral 
sermons; and the best these are those Queen Hen- 
rietta England, the unfortunate wife the murdered 
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Charles the Princess Henrietta Maria, the Duchess 
Orleans: and the great Condé. the Condé ser- 
mon writes: “The battle heat warriors 
seems have passed into the mind and heart the 
bishop and there mingled its flame with the holy 
ets’ fire. The movement the composition and the 
style, the rapidity the descriptions, the brilliancy 
the images make the exploits the new Cid live again 
before the eyes weeping France. 

Every legitimate resource the orator was Bos- 
suet’s command. His sermons, usually forceful and fiery, 
could occasion possess delicacy and grace—witness 
his eulogy the Duchess Orleans. could stoop 
his auditors and raise them with him heaven. 
know from contemporary testimony that was mas- 
orator, Bossuet is, has been well said, “without rival 
even was without model. “No oratory,” says La- 
martine, “has ever equaled his.” 


The office preceptor the 
Dauphin was the occasion his writing one the most 
remarkable historical works produced the modern 
world, the “Discourse Universal From 
some points view—including the point view adopted 
the legendary fly that criticised the architecture 
St. Peter’s Rome—it possible carp this book; 
but not even the most unstinted carper could fail 
agree with Voltaire that immortal work. What- 
ever its limitations—and work such scope neces- 
sarily has limitations—the book was admirably suited for 
its original purpose, that enlightening prospective 
king; and because there fell into the making much 
the genius its author, much his erudition, much 
his insight, much his strong, enlightened faith, 
stands class, and exalted class, itself. 

his “Discourse Universal History” Bossuet pre- 
sents his favorite theory, the theory that runs like 
golden thread through his sermons, through his letters, 
through his multitudinous published writings, the theory 
the Providence God. the long series par- 
ticular causes which make and unmake empires depend 
the secret designs Divine Providence.” With this 
vast thought throwing flood light his work, Bos- 
suet reviews the history the world. his philoso- 
phy history; fact—and let this said even the 
face the so-called “scientific” historians later day 
—it the only philosophy history. For, Brune- 
tiére admirably remarks, “unless something Divine circu- 
lates history, there history.” 

The procedure Bossuet his other historical work, 
the “History the Variations the Protestant 
Churches,” must attract the admiration the scholars 
our own time who claim that the sole business the 
historian find the facts first hand and report them 
faithfully. The Bishop Meaux was surprisingly mod- 
ern his methods. trusted not all secretaries 
and literary hacks, but went direct the sources and 
made his notes his own handwriting. Several the 
most telling statements the “Variations” are based 
documents that even our day remain the manuscript 
state. Ordinarily, too, quoted, not Catholic writers 
who might supposed prejudiced against the sec- 
tarians, but writers with distinctively Protestant affilia- 
tions. Behind the work had, sure, theory, 
namely, that Protestantism proven spurious the 
fact its mutability; but proved his thesis. 
apothesis every historian must have, even 
only the conviction that the historian should have 
thesis. 

Today, Protestantism largely dead issue, and many 
the problems that engaged Bossuet are longer prob- 
lems. But that does not mean that his “History the 
Variations Protestant Churches” today dead book. 
The great idea behind undying idea; and the style 
which written immortal style. Rarely does 
the controversialist make literature, for controversy too 
often implies partisan bias and lack proportion; but 
the case Bossuet and his historical works even who 
runs and reads may discern the element permanence. 
The dead past, even the controversial past, lives again 
his magic pages. 

The Stylist—Not every critic, especially not every 
French critic, would admit the high rank Bossuet’s 
“History the Variations the Protestant Churches” 


and his “Discourse Universal History” among the his- 
torical works the world. Some them, like Lamar- 
tine, would even say that the “Discourse” not history 
all. But critic would attempt deny the witchery, 
the massiveness, the individuality his literary style. 
Men there are who see latent absurdity the belief 
that man may inferior thinker and superior 
though style were nothing more 
clothes the body the paint the house!—and 
therefore see inconsistency asserting that Bossuet 
was master stylist and nothing more; but even they 
freely recognize his greatness writer French 
prose. Bossuet, indeed, one the glories not merely 
French literature but universal literature. Dry- 
den aptly remarks, “What well said wit all lan- 
guages,” and Bossuet’s charm and power, however closely 
identified with his native tongue, transcend national limits 
and influences alien races and times. 


writes Desire Nisard, his “History 
French Literature,” the most natural and varied prose 
writer the seventeenth century. never thinks 
himself, but always the thing discussing. That 
the secrt naturalness and variety.” There have 
set forth one prominent characteristic Bossuet’s style 
—its absolute and flawless transparency. Like Pascal 
scorns rhetoric for rhetoric’s sake, flies ornament 
ornament; but possesses the rare and artistic facility 
touching nothing that does not adorn. “There 
nothing French,” says Brunetiere, “which surpasses 
fine page Bossuet.” 

Bossuet the orator influenced Bossuet the writer. 
That splendor, that vigor which striking charac- 
teristic his sermons, less evidence his other 
writings. His masculine style, hearty and robust; 
times impetuous, but always perfect 
says Rebelliau, “sincere, massive, four-square.” 

his books his sermons Bossuet never forgot— 
never could forget—that was priest. Hence his 
unfailing dignity, his fatherly attitude, his constant re- 
course Biblical texts, his ever-present consciousness 
the nearness and greatness God. wrote saint 
might work whose allotted task was the adorning the 
sanctuary great cathedral; the sacred purpose 
what was doing must tend ever and always everything 
did. 

Class Suggestions.—It matter just regret that 
have English adequate version Bossuet’s rep- 
resentative sermons and writings. Let hope that some 
day our Catholic schools will have series truly Cath- 
olic classics, and when that day comes the series Bos- 
suet should find prominent place., The need all the 
more imperative inasmuch the man was many 
ways closely related the exceptionally interesting times 
which lived. rubbed shoulders—sometimes lit- 
erally—with the other great men the seventeenth cen- 
tury. went Paris the very day which the 
aged Cardinal Richelieu entered the city die. The 
great pulpit orators, Bourdaloue and Massillon, came 
Meaux rehearse their sermons his presence. Among 
his friends were the Duchess Orleans and 
Prince Condé. D’Herbelot taught him Hebrew. Racine 
submitted his critical judgment. Boileau 
dedicated him his “Epistle the Love God.” 


These facts themselves suggest some the ways 
which class talk Bossuet reading from his 
works could profitably employed however 
brief and sketchy, the age Louis age, in- 
cidentally, that produced St. Vincent Paul and St. 
John Baptist Salle. all events, bishop, 
orator, historian and writer, Jacques Bénigne Bos- 
suet too great Catholic figure ignored the 
Catholic school.

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THE MONTESSORI METHOD TEACHING WRITING 
ADAPTED 


Anna Mae Brady, State Normal School, Madison, South Dakota 


few years ago were all interested Madame 
Montessori’s statement that her children “burst into 
writing” remarkably short time. 

said that the American people accept reject 
proposition sight, and the teachers proved ex- 
ception the rule this Many who were dis- 


satisfied with old methods writing accepted once 


and proceeded carry out Montessori’s instructions 
the letter; others for various reasons rejected it. 


time passed those who were teaching found that 
better results could obtained adapting the 
needs the American child and those who had recog- 
nized only its limitations now saw its possibilities 
well. That the method would adjust itself the chil- 
dren different countries was doubt the wish 
Madame Montessori from the first. 


The majority teachers accept the sandpaper letters 
valuable aid teaching the correct letter forma- 
tion but many are the methods and devices attached 
suit the different schools. The following account 
what one school has done with the method. 


Illustrating With Pictures 

Handwriting with the child parallels the handwriting 
the race.

Allow them much this kind 
work until they become accustomed using chalk 
crayola and until they feel confidence their ability 
work this kind when you ask them. Then they 
are ready for the next step writing. 

When leave the picture stage does not mean 
that dispense with that entirely for used 
connection with Drawing and Handwork all 
primary grades. What mean that the child has 
developed into another stage his writing. 

Rythmic Work 

this make use the child’s love rhythm. 
enjoys moving his feet, his head, his hands his body 
music. feels the rhythm poetry and uncon- 
moves with it. Their first writing should rep- 
resent this rhythm well ideas. children are en- 
couraged they will represent motion rhythmic flow- 
ing lines upon the blackboard. natural for child 
write with continuous graceful motion. only 
when try teach him write words letter be- 
fore his muscles are ready for that writes 
jerky manner.

The rhythm these very pronounced and 
they furnish excellent material for this rhythmic work 
writing. The teacher should give rhyme and por-

Method Using Sandpaper Letters Aid 
Beginning 

When they are ready for the sandpaper letters, they 
are taken the old Spencerian order:

When child says can make letter and then 
hesitates when steps the board, you may sure 
has not traced the letter enough and should 
asked trace awhile longer. order for him use 
the large muscles will have make the letter large. 


Each day review the letters has had and give the 
new ones rapidly can get them. the rhythmic 
writing developed the muscles should, the child 
will soon finish all the letters. When they are able 
write them all the teacher begins “i” again and after 
has been written the board she sheets 
unruled paper and large black crayolas and asks them 
write the paper. She commends the ones who 
have large well-formed letters the center the paper. 
After few days they will learn use the crayolas 
well the chalk and then she asks them make

After writing all the letters this way the child 
ready write words and sentences. 

For the first sentences, choose something from their 
reading—something they are familiar with—and some- 
thing they have seen the teacher write many times. She 
questions them about bring out the thought—writes 
it. Then erases and asks some child write it. the 
first exercises writing have been well taught, they 
will write simple sentences easily. 

Writing difficult for the child set him tasks 
the race mastered only yesterday, but give him 
play time which work for muscular control, 
will write with fluency and rhythm.

Wirt, was 
“clear-sighted enough see that when his novel school 
system assumed shape the life its pupils every side, 
could not consistently omit religion,” says the editorial 
writer The Continent (Chicago). Yet when finding 
place for religion his new scheme, “the one tradition 
the American free school which did hamper even his daring 
originality was the rule that religion must taught 
schoolroom supported public Mr. Wirt found 
way out, however: 

“He set aside time during each school-day de- 
voted religious instruction, and for that hour divided 
the pupils into groups according the religious prefer- 
ences their parents. Then sent each group its 
own church parish-house taught religion 
priests, pastors, teachers waiting there. 

definitely made plain that this daily religious 
hour the children are not dismissed from school. Though 
they spend the hour the churches which their respec- 
tive parents prefer, they are there under school super- 
vision. The religious classes are integral part the 
city school system. 

“In New York, where Superintendent Wirt’s system 
this fall being copied several district schools, the 
religious classes incident are being also provided 
for prompt cooperation interdenominational com- 
mittee. 

the New York Times, Mgr. Lavelle, vicar gen- 
eral the New York Diocese and rector St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, said recently that the Wirt (or Gary) plan 
education, under which children are permitted leave 
school certain periods every day receive religious 
instruction offered churches the neighborhood had

“According this plan,” says the Rev. Paul Blake- 
J., writing “America,” “the neighboring churches 
are asked give religious instruction for three four 
hours daily, and the request parents, the children are 
sent relays during the day their respective churches. 
thus possible for the child receive this instruction 
for three hours weekly. 

“To the unshepherded non-Catholic children the 
public schools the Gary plan may prove immense bless- 
ing. Catholics, moreover, may see efficient means 
reaching those unfortunate Catholic children who 
through fault their own find themselves the pub- 
lic school. But must not thought that the Gary 
plan, while improvement this respect over the pres- 
ent system, will ever prove acceptable substitute for the 
parochial school. 

The Gary plan, least the extent which ad- 
mits the value not the necessity religious instruction, 
worthy contribution modern pedagogy. But the 
day which accept substitute for our parochial 
schools have set the wolves guard the lambs the 
flock Christ.”
